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HERE are no Dupes or Bubbles fo wretch- 
ed and inexcufabie as thofe, who fuffer 
themfelvgs to be impofed upon in Matters 
of the laft Confequence, by a Charm and 
Delufion of Words, at the very Inftant, in 

which the Contrivers of the Cheat are acting in open 
Defiance to all they ‘fay. One would be apt to think, 
that Creatures, fo Weak and Foolifh, had their Senfes 
given them, not for Ufe bur Diverfion ; and were 
throughly pezfuaded, that the Pleafure of being Cheated 
extends not only to Theatrical Amufements, but to all 
the important Concerns and molt feriows Bufine/s of 
Life. The gaping Wretch, who takes a Moor-ficlds 
Mountebank to be a Publick-fpirited Perfon, the humble 
Fortune-bunter, who looks on a Hirary Philomath as the 
Oracle of Fate, and the kind Keeper, who admires a 
fond wheadling Myfrefs for her Tendernefs and_Cox- 
flancy, are not more fcandaloufly Stupid and Senfelefs, 
or more worthy our Contempt and Compaffion, than 
thofe deplorable Cullies of a Party, who fuifer a few Po- 
litical Magicians, never heard of in the World till 
their own Vices and thofe of their Faction brought 
them into publick Notice, to Harrafs and Enjlave them, 
under the pretence of Moderation and Liberty ; to zrm 
them againft the Church, out of Zeal for Religion ; to 
make them Poor, for the fake of making them Great ; 
to Ruin their Peace, with defign to Settle the Nation ; 
to _ away their Trade, out of Refpect to Publick 
Credit ; to inftil Fears and Fealoufies, upon a Principle 
of Conrage and Bravery; and Infult the Crown, by way 
of Compliment to the Swcceffor. It is Incredible that 
fuch Abfurdities fhould ever obtain in the World in an 
enlighten’d, improving, difcovering Age : Amazcment 
catches me, when I confider how long thefe apparent 
Inconfiftences between Profe/fion and Pratife, Principles 
and Aftions, have fubfifted together, without producing 
thofe blefled Effects of Remorfe and Selfconviction, 
which, one would think, fhould prevent the keeneft 
Examiner, and naturally follow from the known De- 
fetts and Imbecility of Self-contradittion : Since au Ar- 
gument, divided againft it felf, can no more fland than a 
Houfe or a Kingdom. Xt is hard to imagine, how In- 
tereft and Prejudice, which give fuch continual Em- 
loyment to the difcerning Faculties, fhould be able to 
the whole Man fo entirely upon one Objeé, and fo 
wholly engrofs his Intentions and Appetites, as to 
render him perfectly Senfelefs, Blind and Stupid, to 
tone dife ; and reduce,a whole Body of Men to 
the ul Neceflity of defending their Condué, by 
Arguments, which pf rhemfelves fufficiently expofe it ;

But whilft we pity and bewail the Circumftances of 
thofe wretched Bigots of a Party, who make perfec 
Popery of it, and give up their Senfes and their Intel- 
leQuals to their blind Guides, it is to be hoped, that 
there are yaft Numbers among the Wa'gs, who do not 
“wilder Liberty as a Name, a Party-word only, but as a 


Bleffing and a Duty, which they ought to Affert, and 
may Enjoy without Dotage or Extravagance. It is to 
be hoped, that they will look upon Liberty, 1 mean the 
Subftance of it, as confifting in entire Exemption 
from the Arbitrary Digtates of other Men, or of our 
over-treacherous Hearts and Paffions, whenever they 
are found to be Inconfiftent with fuch Rules and Prin- 
ciples, as either Reafon or Revelation, or both together 
have given us, for our own Good and the Good of So- 
cieties. This is true Roman, true Englifb, and true 
Chriftian Freedom. The Whigs a& the Reverfe of this 
Charatter ; they plead an Exemption from all Rule, 
from Law.and Gofpe/, that they may be more at leifure 
to follow Men, weak and vicious as themfelves, or, 
which is as bad, to follow their own Lufts and Paf- 
fions ; and in this confifts the very Effence of all Va/- 
fallage and Slavery.

4 is abfolutely neceffary to-a_ right Underftanding of
